The  American  Numismatic  Association  (ANA)  will  lead 
collectors  across  the  United  States  in  celebrating  the  74th  annual  National 
Coin  Week,  April  20-26,  1997,  the  theme,  "The  Changing  Face  of  Money." 

Utilizing  as  a  springboard  for  presentations  and  exhibits  the  new 
designs  appearing  on  our  nation's  paper  money  and  the  serious 
consideration  given  to  a  bill  calling  for  new  designs  for  25-cent  coins,  the 
ANA  plans  to  work  with  its  members  and  other  collectors  in  promoting  the 
numismatic  hobby  during  National  Coin  Week.  The  ANA  will  help  its 
members  plan  activities  to  include; 

+  Producing  a  local  treasurer  hunt  by  putting  low-value  but 
rarely  seen  coins  into  circulation. 

+  Setting  up  a  coin  booth  with  a  treasure  chest  at  a  local 
shopping  mall;  arranging  classroom  activities. 

+  Developing  exhibits  for  malls,  banks  and  libraries 
+  Preparing  talks,  including  the  use  of  ANA  slide  and 
video  programs,  for  school,  civic  and  art  groups 
+  Conducting  surveys  on  the  public's  knowledge  of  and 
suggested  changes  for  the  nations  money. 

ANA  Education  Director  James  Taylor  said,  "National  Coin  Week 
is  the  one  time  each  year  when  everyone  in  the  diverse,  multi-faceted 
hobby  comes  together  to  show  the  world  the  wonders  it  offers.  As  those  of 
us  who  already  know  the  enjoyment  of  numismatics,  it  is  an  avocation  that 
is  second  to  none  with  opportunity." 

The  ANA  again  is  offering  full  scholarships  to  any  future  Summer 
Conference  in  Colorado  Springs  to  the  coin  club  and  the  collector  who 
submit  a  report  of  the  best  and  most  innovative  method  of  how  they 
promoted  National  Coin  Week.  Michael  Fey  won  the  scholarship  for 
19986,  working  with  his  son's  school  to  put  collectable  coins  into  the 
school  lunch  change  and  with  the  schools  teachers  to  help  the  students 
identify  and  learn  about  their  finds.  The  Salem  Coin  Club  of  Roanoke, 
Virginia,  won  the  club  award  for  working  with  merchants  in  a  loca'  mall  to 
salt  each  cast  register  with  unusual,  but  low-value  coins  and  paper  money 
for  making  change.  Shopper  finding  the  items  could  then  find  out  more 
about  them  from  club  members  manning  tables  in  the  mall  Entries  must 
be  received  by  the  ANA  on  or  before  May  31,  1997.

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Toning  -  One  Stage  In

The  appearance  of  a  color  or  color  pattern  on  a  silver  coin's 
surface  typically  enhances  its  market  value  It  is  important  for  the  collector 
of  such  coins  to  know  how  such  toning  occurs  in  order  to  identifying  toned 
coins  from  those  to  which  dyes,  etcs  have  been  applied  by  their  optical 
properties.  Unfortunately,  as  will  be  discussed  below,  there  is  no  scientific 
method  with  which  to  identify  toning  due  to  an  increase  in  the  speed  of  the 
reaction  by  'artificial'  or  deliberate  means. 

The  corrosion  of  silver  in  an  atmosphere  containing  sulphur 
occurs  through  the  formation  of  a  compound  of  silver  and  sulphur,  namely 
silver  sulfide.  This  reaction  occurs  at  the  surface  of  a  silver  object  unless 
cracks,  etc.,  exist  thereby  allowing  sulphur  to  penetrate  into  the  interior  of 
the  object.  Initially  individual  molecules  of  silver  sulfide  are  produced, 
which  can  eventually  diffuse  into  noncontinuous  patches  in  order  to  mini¬ 
mize  the  objects  surface  energy.  As  the  corrosion  process  proceeds,  the 
object's  surface  is  eventually  covered  by  a  continuous  layer  of  silver  sulfide 
The  continued  growth  of  this  extremely  thin  film  results  in  the  formation 
of  a  thicker  film  with  the  structure  of  bulk  silver  sulfide.  At  this  stage  the 
film  is  transparent  (to  our  visual  perception),  and  the  object's  surface 
appears  to  only  have  the  reflective  properties  of  'pure'  silver  Continued 
growth  of  this  film  is  slowed  because  of  the  need  for  sulphur  to  diffuse 
through  the  ordered  silver  sulfide  array,  which  now  acts,  in  part,  to  protect 
the  underlying  surface 

It  is  important  to  note  that  'white'  silver  coins  probably  are 
covered  by  some  continuous  or  noncontinuous  silver  sulfide  layer.  Thus, 
even  'white'  silver  coins  have  surface  damage,  if  one  considers  the 
formation  of  a  corrosion  product  as  'damage'.  The  attempts  to  have  'white' 
coins  designated  as  'undamaged'  would  require  a  microprobe  analysis  of 
the  coin's  surface,  with  the  resulting  x-ray  or  electron  damage  to  the  atomic 
structure,  before  such  a  designation  would  be  appropriate 

As  the  silver  sulfide  surface  layer  slowly  continues  its  growth,  a 
thickness  is  reached  whereby  the  pathlength  difference  travelled  by  liglit 
waves  going  to  the  silver-silver  sulfide  interface,  and  being  reflected  from 
the  same  interface,  versus  that  of  light  waves  being  reflected  from  the 
silver  sulfide-air  interface,  results  in  interference  conditions  being  met 
when  the  light  waves  from  both  interfaces  arrive  at,  and  is  processed  by, 
the  eve.  Soecificallv.  if  the  silver  sulfide  layer  thickness  is  one-fourth,  or  a 
light  is  also  wavelength  dependent,  with  the  escaping  light  being  a  mixture 
of  wavelengths  producing  a  dark  green  color  througliout  the  silver  sulfide 
layer  when  processed  by  the  eye.  With  continued  film  growth,  the 
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e  Tarnishing  Process 

apparent  color  darkens  to  black,  as  less  and  less  light  escapes  after 
traveling  to  the  silver-silver  sulfide  interface  and  back. 

Once  the  processes  responsible  for  the  apparent  coloring  of  a 
silver  coin's  surface  are  known,  methods,  other  than  knowing  color  styles 
and  storage  history  of  the  coin,  for  authenticating  a  surface  can  be  deduced. 
Since  the  color  for  a  toned  coin  appears  above  the  surface  of  the  oxide 
layer,  then  simply  tilting  the  coin  will  reveal  if  thin  film  interference  is  the 
physical  process  responsible.  For  an  encapsulated  coin,  illuminating  the 
coin  with  light  of  a  wavelength  not  appearing  on  the  coin  will  indicate  if 
thin  film  interference  was  the  cause  of  the  toning.  If  thin  film  interference 
is  the  cause  of  the  surface  coloration,  it  must  be  assumed  that  the 
compound  in  the  surface  layer  is  silver  sulfide  unless  elemental  analysis 
using  x-rays  or  electron  beams  is  available 

Recent  advances  in  thin  film  deposition  techniques,  spurred  by  the 
use  of  thin  films  in  optical  and  electronic  applications,  may  eventually 
make  elemental  analysis  a  requirement  to  prove  that  the  thin  surface  film  is 
multiple  of  three-fourths  of  a  particular  wavelength  of  li^t,  then  th^Tcolbr 
will  undergo  destructive  interference  with  the  same  wavelength  of  light 
reflected  from  the  silver  sulfide- air  interface  when  processed  by  the  eye.  If, 
however,  the  silver  sulfide  layer  thickness  is  one-half,  or  a  multiple  of 
three-halves  of  a  particular  wavelength  of  light,  then  that  color  will 
undergo  constructive  interference  with  the  same  wavelength  of  light 
reflected  from  the  silver  sulfide-air  interface  when  processed  by  the  eye. 
The  coloring  that  the  eye  perceives  as  being  just  above  the  silver  coin's 
surface  is  a  combination  of  all  wavelengths  of  light  that  have  not 
undergone  complete  destructive  interference.  The  light  that  is  perceived 
will  typically  go  from  longer  to  shorter  wavelengths  as  the  layer  thickens. 
It  should  be  noted  that  the  layer  thickness,  no  matter  how  long  it  takes  to 
form,  is  the  sole  determinant  of  the  surface  color  due  to  toning. 

As  the  silver  sulfide  layer  grows  even  thicker,  thin  film 
interference  no  longer  is  a  dominant  process.  The  increase  in  the  number 
of  atoms  results  in  significant  amounts  of  the  available  light  being 
absorbed  by  the  silver  sulfide  layer  during  its  travel  to  the  silver-silver 
sulfide  interface,  and  reflection  from  this  interface.  This  absorption  of 
indeed  silver  sulfide.  However,  more  sophisticated  techniques  may  be 
needed  to  identify  a  vapor  deposited  film  from  that  grown  by  the 
continuous  tarnishing  process.
